Farmers 
o f 
Brazos 
County Could Reap 
Profit of $SO to $100 an 
Acre — Plan Afoot to 
Put Up House Here 
to Insure Tubers IV ill 
N ot Spoil on Farmers 
Before M arketed. 


The desirability af a potato curing 
house for Bryan a* the nucleus of a 
highly profitable industry, was one 
of the things impressed upon C. L. 
Benson by what he saw on his ten day 
trip to Panola county, where he was 
visiting friends in Carthage and Beck­ 
ville. 
“The city of Longview has absolute­ 
ly been put on the map by the sweet 
potato business. 
I declare to you 
they h&ve thousands and thousands of 
bushels of potatoes under roof in that 
town. 
It is simply wonderful,” said 
Mr. Benson this morning in discuss­ 
ing the m atter. 
“There are easily from five to ten 
thousand acres tributary 
to 
Bryan 
that.can be readily turned to potato 
raising, .so far as the soil is con­ 
cerned. 
The profit to the farm er is 
from fifty to one hundred dollars an 
acre, counting in bad years with the 
good. 
“The trouble is that the potatoes 
spoil on the farm er’s hands. 
Fully 
fifty per cent of the sweet potatoes 
raised in this county spoil. The potato 
curing house is not an expensive 
proposition. 
One can be built for a 
couple of thousand dollars or so. Stor­ 
age and curing charges of about ten 
cents a bushel yield ample profit to 
the owner of the curing house, and 
allow the farm er to put the potatoes 
in when they are worth about seventy 
five cents a bushel and leave them 
there until the price is a dollar and a 
half or more a bushel. 
A fter the 
potatoes have been cured they keep 
almost indefinitely.” 
A movement is on foot to bring the 
farm ers and a i umber of business 
men into a plan whereby the curing 
house may be built in Bryan provided 
enough farm ers agree to plant and 
rare for sufficient crops of potatoes 
to make tho curing house pay. 
One 
business man here is reported to be 
willing to convert a warehouse to tho 
purpose provided 
the 
farmer* will 
agree to support and patronize it. 
Mr. Benson said that while he was 
in Carthage a small curing house was 
sold out for $7,000 because of the 
amount of profit that it was capable 
of, although the plant itself was not 
very large. 
The people of Panola county have 
recently built good roads under a bond 
issue of several hundred thousand 
dollars, which carrus! 5 to I, and the 
result, Mr. Beason found, wus sim­ 
ply astonishing. 
“I never was so surprised in all my 
life,” he said, in speaking of the 
changes, “for I have been up there 
before and thought to myself, ‘Never 
in the world could I be persuaded to 
live in a forsaken country like this.’ 
but ifs all different now'. The people 
have painted their houses and fixed 
up their places to fit in with the 
good roads. 
We’ve been preaching 
what good roads mean to a country, 
but I’ve seen it for myself, now. 
It 
doesn’t look like the same place.” 
In Crimes, Madison, Houston. Cher­ 
okee, Nacogdoches, Rusk and Panola 
counties, Mr. Beason found that the 
people were complaining of the rav­ 
ages of the boll worm, boll weevil 
and leaf worm. One man w ho a short 
►:me ago expected a twenty hale crop 
> . w trying to make himself believe 
'T at he might possibly get 6 bales. 
/T h is planter exhibited to H r, Beason a 
six foot stalk of cotton wdth a single 
boll on it. 
Brazos county farm ers are 
said to be complaining also, the last 
tw'o rains having m aterially set back 
prospects for a cotton crop.

The million and a half bond issue 
for good roads in Brazos county was 
defeated at the polls yesterday in an 
electron that was remarkable for its 
quietness. 
The vote was 917 for and 
588 against the proposed bond issue, 
or less than a two-thirds majority of 
the total vote cast. 
An affirm ative vote of 1004 out 
of the 1505 ballots cast was requir­ 
ed in order ta win for good roads. 
In other cords, if 87 voters had voted 
for the bends instead of against, the 
change of kheir ballots from the op­ 
position to .he support of the issue 
would have carried the election for 
good roads. 
It will be noted th at if the results 
at Kurten and Millican are left out of 
the reckoning that the bond issued 
carried by a vote of 867 to 416, or with 
37 votes more than enough. 
Six out 
of eleven t>oxeg went against the good 
roads,and 
their 
m ajorities 
w’ere 
enough to cut down the lead of the 
bonds elsewhere. 
Steele's 
Store 
was 
the 
banner 
champion of good roads, casting 214 
votes for improved highways without 
a single dissenting vote. 
This box 
also voted unanimously for the fifteen 
cent maintenance tax.

The newdy organized Imperial Mi­ 
gration bureau denies that a Ger­ 
man commission in the Argentine is 
attem pting to arrange 
for 
Hie ac­ 
ceptance of 5,000,000 Germans, which 
is vastly more than the South Amer­ 
ican country could suddenly assimi­ 
late, but says that delegates of the 
new bureau will shortly go to the 
Argentine to protect such Germans us 
ilo arrive there frorh "being robbed and 
deceived. 
The bureau says tile Argentine is 
friendly to Germans and offers good 
chances for skilled labor such as car­ 
penters, watchmakers, mechanics and 
printers. 
The Argentino consulate- general 
says ’that a commission has been 
sent to the Argentine which will buy 
land for the imm igrants and institute 
farm s and schools. 
He declares that 
the Argentine government is willing 
o welcome large colonies of Germans 
•ut demands they should accept Ar­ 
gentine citizenship so th at there will 
be no danger of creating a state 
within a state. 
Precautions are to be 
taken against bolshevik!. 
Em igrants 
art* esfftM'ially welcome to the terri­ 
tories of Chaco Misiones; Chubut and 
on government lands. Twenty to two 
hundred nectars will be given free, 
on condition th a t they are not to be 
soli!, and cattle and machinery will 
be advanced on credit. 


“The route through Brazos county 
over which the E ast and W est high­ 
way will go has not been designated,” 
Secretary Eberst&dt of the Commer­ 
cial club said today, “and it is a 
mistake to assume that the state high­ 
way commission 
picked 
out every 
point through which the road will 
pass. 
Only county seats were nam­ 
ed. There are several routes through 
which the road can go east of here, 
and it is up to the people along the 
way to get interested in this m atter.” 
State aid is assured, w*hen the coun­ 
ty gets ready to build the road, it is 
pointed out, and state aid will mean 
that the plans for the construction of 
the route will be under the joint su­ 
pervision of the state highway com­ 
mission’s engineers and tho county 
engineer of Brazos county. 
Communities who would logically 
fall along the proposed route are ex­ 
pected to show’ interest in making 
sun* that they are on the highway, 
as a number of towns have been giv­ 
ing the m atter consideration pending 
the negotiation wdth the state com­ 
mission, 
The designation ram e as a 
surprise, and for that reason little 
definite action has been taken to the 
east of Bryan in Brazos county Tn con­ 
nection with the project. 


GATE OPENER^ NEEDED

a car traveling from there to a cer­ 
tain town desires 
a 
“gate opener.” 
This gate opener is given a free ride, 
with the understanding that he alight 
to open and close all gates encount­ 
ered.

The good roads men of Bryan are 
not dscou raged. 
In fact, the fight 
for 
first-class 
highways has just started. 
The narrow margin by which the 
bond issue missed a two-thirds ma­ 
jority leads them to believe that i 
second election would result in carry 
ing the bonds, with votes to spare, 
according to statem ents made this 
morning by a number of men w*ho 
were prominent workers in the cam 
paign which closed with yesterday’s 
balloting throughout the county. 
Chairman Wallace of the highway 
committee was busy this morning get­ 
ting in touch with the leading good 
roads men of communities over the 
county, with a view to getting their 
ideas upon calling another election as 
soon as possible. 
This meeting will 
be held in Bryan today or tomorrow, 
and it is believed that these represen­ 
tatives will institute a petition to be 
signed by citizens 
requesting 
the 
county commissioners to call another 
election. 
Supporters of good roads say that 
they feel that they have ever rea­ 
son to be encouraged. They point out 
that an overwhelming m ajority of the 
taxpayers of the county are evidently 
for the good roads, and they believe 
that if the enthusiasm and interest 
now evidenced is taken advantage of 
properly, a second presentation of the 
bond issue to the people will result in 
a much larger vote for the issue.

Smith received compensation at the 
rate of $1(K) a ton, from the Bryan 
Cotton Oil company. 
Mr. Smith raised the cotton on 
the H. P. Daniels place about four 
miles out from Bryan. 
On August 20, 1918, The Eden 
Gin and Fuel company ginned 38 hales 
of cotton, and up to that date had 
ginned 588 bales that season. 
The 
first bale of the 1918 season came in 
July 16. and w*as raised in Burleson 
county by Irwin Curtis. 
It weighed 
520 pounds and yielded 1020 pounds 
of seed. 
The Eden Gin and Fuel company 
ginned both the Smith and the Cur­ 
tis first bales.

weather has retarded the cotton crop 
seriously this year and made the 
1919 season unusually late.

AMERICAN-DEAD HE 
WHERE THEY FOUGHT 


Austin, August 20.—The encroach­ 
ment made by motor vehicles upon 
both freight and passenger business 
of Texas railroads has reached such 
a point, says Earle B. Mayfield, rail­ 
road commission, that it must be tak­ 
en into consideration when deciding 
m atters pertaining to railroads. 
During the war, railroad service in 
Texas was considerably curtailed and 
many trains were discontinued. With 
the coming of peace, citizens inter­ 
ested began efforts to secure a re­ 
establishment of pre-war service. This 
m atter is left to the decision of the 
railroad commission, and many hear­ 
ings in which both the railroads and 
the citizens presented arguments have 
been held. 
Almost invariably rail­ 
road representatives 
contend 
that 
motor vehicles have taken over so 
much of their former business that 
additional train service would prove 
unprofitable. 
Mr. Mayfield says that where rail­ 
road connections are bad and w’here 
service is poor the invasion of the 
motor vehicle is especially noticeable. 
He also contributes considerable of 
the impetus given commercial trans­ 
portation by trucks to the “sailing 
day plan” inaugurated by the rail­ 
road adm inistration. Under this plan 
freight was held for rail shipment for 
certain days of the week. 
As a con 
sequence, when 
a 
shipper wanted 
quick service for a short distance, he 
turned to the auto truck. 
In a hearing concerning passenger 
traffic between Houston and Galves­ 
ton, the railroads declared tourist 
travel to gulf resorts has been se­ 
riously undermined by automobiles. 
At present there is only one piece 
of railroad 
under 
construction 
in 
Texas. 
This is a road from Wichita 
Falls into the oil fields. 
A recent 
statem ent from the highway commis­ 
sion was to the effect that actual 
construction work on highways in 
thirty-sevon different counties is un- 
ler way, and that many more counties 
will begin construction as soon as 
preliminaries are disposed of. 
file Bankhead National highway 
from Texarkana to El Paso, is only 
one of the stretches of road being 
built which may be compared to a 
trunk line railway. 
When the Texas and Pacific rail­ 
road years ago bridged this same ex­ 
panse across the >tat© it shifted the 
traffic of Texas and made and wreck­ 
ed cities. 
At that time Jefferson, in the north­ 
east corner of the state on Cypress 
Bayou which allowed water shipments 
to the Mississippi, w*as the largest 
city of Texas with traffic officers 
at many crossing 
to 
keep 
wagon 
trains untangled. 
Theses trains came 
from as far west as Stamford, and 
team sters counted themselves fortu­ 
nate if they wen* able to get from 
the outskirts of Jefferson to the m ar­ 
ket places and back 
to 
camping 
grounds between suns, when Dallas 
was a village and Fort W orth an 
army post. 
Now, the w ater snake coils around 
the piling that once was bound by 
mooring ropes of rivet steamers, and 
t roes have grown through the floors 
and wails of Jefferson’s warehouses. 
Texas students of economics here 
are wondering whether the automo­ 
bile is not now beginning a revolu­ 
tion in Texas that in the end wall equal 
that lirought about by the railroad. 


1916 COTTON LOSSES.

cedented activity among Texas state 
banks give an insight into the finan­ 
cial condition of Texas and indicates 
a wave of prosperity, according to 
state capitol financial observers. 
Within the last eleven months fifty- 
seven new state banks, with a combin­ 
ed capital of $2,327,000, have been 
chartered, and 115 state banks have 
increased their capital stocks by a 
combined total of $1,977,000, accord­ 
ing to records in the office of the com­ 
missioner of insurance and banking. 
During this period there w*ere only 
eleven dissolutions, and nine of them 
W'ere absorbed by new institutions. 
Only twice during the year has the 
guaranty fund been touched by fail­ 
ures, and rn each case assets of the 
institutions were sufficient to reim­ 
burse the guaranty fund. 
'There are now 
924 
state banks 
and Oust companies in Texas wdth a 
total capital of $38,144,600; surplus 
and undivided profits $16,490,625; de­ 
posits $208,809,114. 
The activity in the creation of new 
banks became 
noticeable about the 
middle of January 
and 
has 
been 
steadily increasing. 
The state bank­ 
ing boaid now* has several applica­ 
tions for bank charters under consid­ 
eration and for some time there has 
been aa average of one new bank or 
capital increase for each day. G. W. 
Briggs, commissioner of insurance and 
banking, says that in every commun­ 
ity where there seems to be an open­ 
ing for a bank a number of separate 
interests are working to establish one% 
While data on other lines of indus­ 
try and business is not available, a 
study of the charters filed shows an 
increasing number of commercial in­ 
stitutions of all kinds 
Charters of 
organizations pertaining to the oil in­ 
dustry predominate and indicate that 
a considerable portion of the state’s 
prospei ity is due 
to 
developments 
along this line. 
Corporations in con- 
nectiun with the various phases of the 
motor vehicle are also numerous.

The railroad men 
plan are quite sun 
employes in control, 
would be better managed and would 
begin to show profits, where machina­ 
tions of Wall Street have hitherto 
squeezed out everything except the 
deficits.

Alter 
they have been paid their wages then 
they are ready to shove their feet 
under the table and have their plates 
passed for their share of the profits. 
We would suggest a little plan that 
might be more successful as a guar­ 
antee of the workingmen’s confidence 
in their own efficiency, to say the 
least. 
Suppose 
the 
railroads 
are 
revaluated and out of their earnings 
let six per cent on that valuation go 
to the owners. 
Next let the public 
receive out of the gross earnings the 
revenues that now come into public 
coffers as taxes. 
Of the remaining 
revenue let a generous part be ap­ 
portioned to upkeep and to extensions 
and improvements by a commission 
constituted 
by 
the 
government. 
Then, if there is anything left, let it 
be turned over to the unions for dis­ 
tribution among the labor “manage­ 
ment” as it sees fit. In the meantime 
all regulations as to efficiency of 
sci vice and compliance with laws 
which applied under private owner­ 
ship should be in force against the 
labor management. 
If the unions will accept a proposi­ 
tion something like this, there might 
be some sort of public sentiment in 
its favor. To be sure there wouldn’t 
be any plum in this plan, but it would 
seem more like an American way of 
doing business than the cadaverous 
specimen the 
railway 
brotherhoods 
have dragged into congressional halls 
from the back alley of bolshevism. 


SLIGHTLY ERRONEOUS. 
Frank P. Walsh is credited with 
having said that the world is a “vast 
jail” and that King George of Eng­ 
land is the keeper. 
Doubtless Mr. 
Walsh said a number of other things 
at the time, being chiefly interested 
in Great Britain’s refusal to Ameri­ 
cans of passports into Ireland, it is 
even possible that the reporter who 
put the story on the wire twisted it 
a trifle to make it a bit spicier. But 
if the statement was correctly re­ 
ported it would seem that Mr. Walsh 
is slightly in error. 
In the first place the world is not 
exactly a jail. At least, if it is, then 
Russia and Mexico and the Japanese 
police over in Korea, to say nothing 
of one or two other portions of the 
globe, are among the most free and 
easy jailbirds that ever were booked 
on the blotter of the alleged interna­ 
tional bastile. 
In the second place it is attribut­ 
ing entirely too much importance to 
the insignificant titular head of the 
British empire to say that he holds 
the keys to so imposing an institu­ 
tion as a world jail, if there were one. 
George is a well meaning monarch, 
and puts in full time kinging within 
the narrow limits left him by that 
intangible barrier known as the Brit­ 
ish constitution. 
But he has prac­ 
tically no power. 
He holds the keys 
to nothing except the British peer­ 
age. And that is scarcely worth men­ 
tioning. 
The world may be a jail, but the In­ 
mates are desperately anxious to stay 
within its bars, and few of them there 
are who welcome the grim jailor who 
alone carries the keys to an exit 
hence.

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It is not hard to predict that the 
United States government and the 
people who support it will scarcely 
relish the idea of paying $15,000 to 
ransom from the clutches of Mexican 
bandits two officers wearing the uni­ 
form of our army and engaged in 
performing at the time of their cap­ 
ture their duties under orders given 
them. 
In fact, most people would 
rather see the government spend fif­ 
teen million dollars in an effort to 
instill into the heart of the cut-throats 
of greaser land the rudiments of fear, 
if not of respect, toward the stars 
and stripes. 
Another such incident as the 
abduction of Lieutenants Davis 
Peterson will make it practically 
impossible to keep the American 
people from intervention. Indeed, 
it will take some argument to re­ 
strain public opinion 
as 
it is. 
America seeks no war. But con­ 
ditions have reached such a state 
of disorder south 
of 
the 
Rio 
Grande that it is doubtful if the 
principles of international law ap­ 
plicable to a nation can be invok­ 
ed in favor of Mexico. 
Sending 
an armed force across the border 
would be less an invasion of a 
sovereign state than the sending 
of a possee into a region of out­ 
laws and murderers. 
The course of events in Mexico 
make certain things stand out in in­ 
creasingly clear relief. 
One of the 
outstanding features of the situation 
is that the people of Mexico have no 
respect whatever for the American 
government. So colossal is the ignor­ 
ance of the people there that some 
of them are still of the belief that 
Germany defeated the United States, 
it is said, and numbers of them have 
the notion that our country is about 
the size of Texas. 
Did they know 
more of the history of their own land 
even that comparison might invoke 
misgivings about continuing their in­ 
solent attitude. 
But the lessons of 
history mean nothing to the peons of 
Mexico, who find it easier to steal 
an American horse or cow than to 
raise one of their own or honestly buy 
one from a neighbor. 
Another feature tending rapidly to­ 


ward intervention is the fact, growing 
more plainly to be seen every day, 
that Carranza 
is 
neither 
able nor 
anxious to protect American citizens 
anywhere on Mexican soil. A pompous 
old man, 
prating 
of 
dignity, and 
potent in nothing, he responds with 
words where action is demanded. 
Having bow’ed at the shrine of Wil- 
helmstrasse he has acquired the hun­ 
nish lying tongue without learning 
anything of their ingenuity at accom­ 
plishing their purpose. 
Conditions as they are in Mex­ 
ico can not continue 
to 
exist. 
That is a stubborn fact that ap­ 
pears to have but one answer. 
That answer is intervention. And 
yet the answer is unwelcome. 
Intervention at this time would 
come very inopportunely. High prices 
and profiteering are on our hands, 
and must be settled. 
The beginning 
of hostilities with Mexico would im­ 
mediately tend to shoot prices to 
levels 
that 
would 
be 
intolerable. 
The club that labor seeks to hold 
over 
the head 
of the 
government 
would be lengthened and weighted, 
should we throw' a large expeditionary 
force across the border. 
Negotiating 
the treaty of Versailles would be­ 
come 
increasingly 
embarrassing 
should we have a war on our hands 
at the same time that we were pro­ 
fessedly seeking world peace. 
Many 
other difficulties may be enumerated. 
But the fact remains that Mexico 
must be taught to know that law and 
order are to be respected south of 
the border. 
And there is no nation 
other than the United States that is 
capable of doing the job just now'. 
There are those who believe 
that a show of force, well sup­ 
ported and freed from the ham­ 
pering strings of the state de­ 
partment could do more in Mexico 
than all the international palaver 
in the archives of diplomacy. 
These people may be wrong. But 
the diplomats have had the mat­ 
ter in hand for nine years now. 
And if they have accomplished 
anything of merit, doubtless it 
will be news 
to 
the two lieu­ 
tenants at present in the hands of 
th>i bandit chief.

T H E FAIR PRICE SCHEDULE. 
(Houston Post.) 
Not all by any means, but some of the 
high cost of living, may be attributed to 
careless methods in buying. 
Those who 
order over the telephone without asking 
the price, or without making any com­ 
parison of prices charged 
by 
different 
dealers, are likely to pay more for their 
purchases than will the careful buyer, who 
gives attention lo making small savings 
here and there. 
The fair price schedule which Mr. Pe- 
den’s committee will publish will be of 
much assistance to buyers, simply for the 
information it will impart. 
If the house­ 
wife who buys for the home will familiar­ 
ize herself with this schedule, she will 
be able readily to detect an overcharge 
lf the dealer usks prices in excess of 
those listed in the schedule, she will have 
solid ground for complaint, and the "ex­ 
planations" of dealers will not have to 
be accepted. 
The fair price schedule will be a guide 
to purchasers. The people owe it to them­ 
selves to become familiar with the sched­ 
ule and to co-operate as one body in de­ 
clining to pay prices above those listed 
by die committee, 
lf all buyers will us*- 
the information concerning fair prices that 
is to be made available to them, dealers 
will not be able to sell at unfair profits 
In this case, knowledge Is power only if 
used, 
lf buyers prove so little interested 
in economy as to fail 
to compare 
the 
prices asked with the schedule prices, 
profiteering is still made possible. 
Dealers will find the schedule valuable 
to them, as by following it they will be 
placed on a more equal footing, will have 
less to fear from competition and suffer 
less annoyance from customers and prob­ 
ably, from high cost of living probers. 


T H E NEGRO IN T H E SOUTH. 
(Shreveport Journal.) 
The South is not, nor has it ever been, 
antagonistic to the negro. The same laws 
that govern his conduct in the South al­ 
so govern the conduct of the white man.

UNIVERSAL SERVICE. 
(Uoston Post) 
The form lh which die pi ojcc; of mili­ 
tary training for our youth taut been put 
in shape by the war depurtiuont It has 
the apparent merit of practicability witn 
avoidance 
of 
burdensome 
obligations. 
Thus the age at which young men other­ 
wise physically eligible for the service, 
will be called 
to the colors ie set at ID 
years; these will be trained with regular 
divisions for a period of three months; 
thereafter for two years they will be re­ 
quired lo submit repoits giving their resi­ 
dence, their condition of health and their 
situation as to family obligations. 
Three months in the army will not hurt 
our boys. 
As It is figured, this will pro­ 
vide for an annual class of 600,000 men 
receiving Intensive military instruction; 
and is based upon the theory that an army 
of 1,260,000 should be available for speedy 
mobilization in time of need. 
In the es­ 
tablishment of a permanent policy for the 
nation this would seem to avoid the detri­ 
ments of militarism and at the same time 
supply the advantages of physical de­ 
velopment. 


Companies Offering to 
Undertake Putting It 
Back in Condition for 
Traffle U n will!ng t o 
Assume Hazards of 
Another Flood ll bile 
Work Is Under Way 
and Want “Cost Plus 9 


That it will cost in the neighbor­ 
hood of $12,000 to effect repairs on 
Pitts bridge across the Brazos, is the 
estimate of engineers of the company 
making the lowest bid thus far re­ 
ceived by the county commissioners. 
No firm has been found that will 
make a bid at a definite sum. 
The 
lowest offer to put the bridge back 
into condition is on the basis of cost 
plus twenty per rent. The only other 
bid was from a firm which wanted 
cost plus twenty-five per cent. 
The commissioners court has not 
acted upon the bids as yet. Formerly 
the county was able to get the work 
of this character done for cost plus 
ten per cent profit, Judge J. T. Ma­ 
loney said last night in speaking of 
the matter. 
There is considerable difficulty in 
determining how much work will be 
necessary, owing to the fact that a 
coffer dam will have to be built before 
inspection can be thorough. The piers 
supporting middle spans have sunk 
nearly six feet, it is declared, and it 
may cost a considerable amount to 
make these piers solid in the river 
•bed. 
Continued high water has made in­ 
spection of the bridge extremely dif­ 
ficult, and another flood season would 
probably increase the damage ma­ 
terially, if not sweep the structure 
clear of its anchorage altogether. 
It 
is out of unwillingness 
to 
assume 
these hazards that the construction 
companies insist upon a cost plus 
basis for figuring the repair charges. 


TEXAS FURNISHED THIRD.

Ginner Must Be Public 
Weigher or Deputy to 
Be Able to Issue Cer­ 
tificates 
I alid 
for 
Dealings in 
Cotton 
Under 
New 
State 
Law Designed to Pro­ 
tect Farmer. 


Dallas, Tex., August 19.—The pub­ 
lic weighers law passed by the regular 
session of the thirty-sixth legislature, 
makes it unlawful for a ginner who is 
not a public weigher or a deputy pub­ 
lic weigher to issue a weight certifi­ 
cate or weight sheet upon 
which a 
future purchase and sale is to be 
based, according to an opinion of the 
law received by S. S. Frazer, secretary 
of the Texas Ginners’ association, 
from the attorney general’s office. 
The opinion, if sustained in court, 
would invalidate the sale receipt of a 
farmer who takes his cotton to the 
gin, Mr. Frazer said. These receipts 
have long been used as a medium of 
exchange because they 
represented 
the quantity of cottonseed in the gin. 
Mr. Frazer states he has asked the 
attorney general’s office for an opin­ 
ion on procedure to be followed to 
validate the weights shown on sales 
receipts so they may again be used as 
a medium of exchange. 
Until that 
opinion is secured, Mr. Frazer said, 
cotton seed and cotton gin business in 
the state will be severely handicap­ 
ped. 


PARCEL POST SILES 


OF FOODSTUFF USED

Individuals Apply Di­ 
rect to Postmaster 
at Local Office.

If You Want Pound of 
Rice You Have to Or- 
der Hundred Pound 
Sacks and Pay in Ad­ 
vance — Supplies to he 
Shipped From Fort 
Sam Houston on Re­ 
quisition.

NOT AN ACT OP WAR.

New York, A ugust 14.— It w as the 
necessity of* m ilitary preparedness 
th at caused the Jtaierican doughboy 
first to think oflBegislation; it was 
the shock of th em ig h cost of living 
that confirm ed his desire to take a 
determined stand 
in 
seeking relief 
through legislation. 
In France it was the first problem 
th at caused the deepest agitation; the 
.soldier felt him self up to his knees 
in it. In America he finds him self up 
to his m outh in the problem of m ak­ 
ing a living. 
And the mouth has a 
good appetite; it clam ors 
for 
the 
necessities of life—and then a little 
more. 
A m ericans who have 
not 
been 
abroad cannot im agine how fiercely 
the returning soldiers are angered by 
the increase which has taken place in 
all things since their departure. 
The 
doughboys have missed the gradual 
tightening of the screws op the con­ 
sumer; it is as if they suddenly had 
been caught crushingly in a vice. 
Although as yet in the ranks there 
is very little form ed opinion w ith re­ 
gard to abstruse m atters of rem edial 
legislation, it is perfectly obvious to 
any privileged observer th a t from the 
youthful American veterans of this 
w ar will arise a loud demand for some 
effective laws tending to return the 
cost of living to a norm al and sane 
basis. 
This is 
very 
seriou ; 
the 
doughboy will demand financial abil­ 
ity of a high standard in the economic 
ordering of th a t governm ent to which 
he gives his support. 
To many returned men the cost of 
living is a m ore vital problem than it 
is even to the loudest stay-at-hom e 
complainer, because 
it 
requires of 
him a greater adjustm ent to condi­ 
tions. 
With regard to this phase of 
American economics, 
the 
returned 
American soldier is making 
up 
his 
mind to say som ething em phatic and 
to do som ething drastic. 
T hat is ab 
solutely sure. 
Let the politicians and 
the profiteers take notice. 
Men who have been told th a t living 
is high because we are feeding E u­ 
rope, but who know by personal ex­ 
perience th a t living 
fo r 
civilians is 
cheaper in E urope than it is here, and 
men who find it hard to m ake even 
increased salaries stretch from week 
to week, are gettin g ready to demand 
th a t the whole 
economic 
situation 
shall be looked into; they demand 
sane and studied legislation to con 
trol prices; they will dem and punish 
m ent of profiteers.

A recent order 
by M ajor-G eneral 
H arry T. Allen, com m ander of the 
American forces in G erm any, quotes a 
letter to the O ber-President of the 
Rhine province as follows: 
“ W hile sym pathizing fully w ith the 
natural desire of the G erm an people 
to accord a welcome to th e returning 
prisoners of w ar, nevertheless, in view 
of the fact th a t the m ilitary occupa­ 
tion m ust continue until the tre a ty of 
peace is ratified by the allied gov­ 
ernm ents, and particularly in view- of 
the necessity of preventing any sem ­ 
blance of disorder which m ight com­ 
pel a resort to disciplinary action, the 
comm anding general directs th a t you 
have 
the 
regierungs-praesidents of 
Coblenz and T rier notify the popula­ 
tion o f their respective bezirks th a t 
the reception of returning prisoners of 
w ar m ust be lim ited to personal and 
fam ily receptions, and m ust not be 
made the occasion of official recep­ 
tions, processions or any o th er public 
assemblies. 
“This will not, of course, be con­ 
strued to prevent the Red Cross au­ 
thorities from serving refreshm ents 
at railroad stations.”

Marks Milestone in Pub­ 
licity for Treaty 
M aking. 


W ashington, 
A ugust 
19.—U nder 
conditions w ithout precedent in the 
history of A m erican tre a ty m aking 
President W ilson and the senate fo r­ 
eign relations com m ittee m et today 
in the blue room of the w hite house 
to discuss the tre a ty w’ith G erm any 
and the covenant of the league of 
nations. 
Besides presenting one of the m ost 
dram atic developm ents atten d an t up 
on the conclusion of peace, the m eet­ 
ing established a m ilestone in the 
trend tow ard publicity in tre a ty con 
sideration. 
F ig u ra tiv e ly the doors of the con­ 
ference W’ere wide open. 
The stenog­ 
raphers are expected to tu rn out for 
the public a word for w ord record of 
all th a t occurred. 
A t the o utset of the conference the 
president told the com m ittee th a t he 
could s<-o no reasonable objection to 
interpretations upon how 
th e U ni­ 
ted S tates would accept the league of 
nations, provided they did not form 
a p a rt of tho form al ratification itself. 
If they w'ere to form such a p a rt of 
the ratification he said th a t long de­ 
lays w’ould follow, as the other gov- 
11 u n i t I m ust accept the language of 
the senate as a p a rt of the treaty 
before ratification would bo complete. 
“ Most of the interpretations,” he 
continued, “seem to suggest the plain 
moaning of the instrum ent itself.” 
The much-discussed A rticle IO, the 
resident told tho senators, w as not of 
loubtful interpretation w hen read in 
onneetion w ith the whole covenant. 
The council could only advise, and 
as its action m ust be unanim ously 
ffirm ative, the vote of the U nited 
S tates would be necessary in any 
m atter affecting it. 
\fb er the president concluded his 
statem ent general discussion began, 
senators questioning the chief execu­ 
tive. 
Replying to S enator Fall, who su g ­ 
gested th a t as G erm any wras not a 
m en d er of the league of nations an 
mend m ent to the covenant would not 
e subm itted to her and she would 
not have to give h er consent, the p res­ 
e n t said: 
“ I will adm it th u t point had not oc­ 
urred to me. 
No. she would not.” 
The president intim ated th a t the 
league would prevent Japan from as­ 
sum ing any com plete sovereignty over 
Shantung.

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W ashington, August 15.— The 
state department’s latest note to 
Mexico warning Carranza that if 
murders and indignities against 
American 
citizens continue the 
United States will be forced to 
adopt a radical change in attitude 
toward Mexico was the chief topic 
of interest and discussion today 
in official and diplomatic circles. 
While 
official 
announcement 
concerning the change of policy 
is lacking, it is generally believed 
that pressure from foreign gov­ 
ernments and demands from con­ 
gressional circles for protective 
action have hastened action. 
Notification 
of 
a 
possible 
chance of policy was made by the 
American embassy at Mexico City 
on instruction from the state de­ 
partment, which determined up­ 
on this course as a result o f the 
long series of murders and out­ 
rages of Americans in Mexico* 
culminating in 
the 
murder of 
Peter Catron in San Luis Potosi 
last month. 
In connection with the death of 
Catron, the usual representations 
regarding the capture and pun­ 
ishment o f those responsible were 
made, but the note concluded as 
follows: 
“I ani authorized to state that 
should the lives of American cit­ 
izens continue to remain unsafe 
and the murders continue by rea­ 
son of the unwillingness or in­ 
ability of the Mexican govern­ 
ment to afford adequate protec­ 
tion, 
my 
government 
may 
he 
forced to adopt a radical change 
in its policy towards Mexico.” 
The communication was signed 
by George T. Summerlin, charge 
d’affairs. 
Surprise was displayed in the 
reply of the Mexican (government 
at what is styled the “menace” 
contained in the American note. 
It was suggested that it appeared 
strange that such demands for 
protection should be given for­ 
eigners in sparsely settled districts 
when crimes often go undetected 
in the “most populous cities of 
the most cultured countries” and 
“where acts of violence are of­ 
ten committed,” with the respec- 
tlce governments thereby becom­ 
ing the object of severe obser­ 
vations. 
The Carranza government will 
not be permitted to import fur­ 
ther arms or ammunition from 
the United States for the pres­ 
ent at least. 
This was learned 
following the publication of notes 
in which the American govern­ 
ment threatened its change of 
policy.

designated by the state commission, 
and this fact is taken by citizens here 
as a trib u te to the enterprise of B ry­ 
an and of the comm ercial club rep re­ 
sentative in charge of the negotia­ 
tion. 
Beginning 
a t 
N ewton, 
Newton 
county, the road will pass through 
Woodville, T yler 
county; Livingston, 
Polk county; H untsville, W alker coun­ 
ty and Bryan. 
It intersects w ith the 
Orange-to-New’ 
Boston 
highw ay 
a t 
Newton, crosses the H ouston-Nacog- 
doches 
road 
a t 
Livingston, 
the 
Orange-N acogdoches road 
in 
T yler 
county, the Exall highw ay a t H unts­ 
ville, and connects 
w ith 
the Exall 
highw ay aiyl the K ing of T rails at 
Bryan. 
It opens up a large trade area to 
the east for B ryan, and lays a basis 
for state aid fo r 
road 
im provem ent 
in B razos county. 
T ourist 
traffic 
from Shreveport and other places in 
Louisiana get a m ore direct route to 
central Texas, and it is expected th a t 
the E ast and W est H ighw ay will be 
one of the m ost traveled thorough­ 
fares in the state.

grow th cf this agreement Secretary 
E berstadt has been in correspondence 
w ith Secretary O’Donnell w ith the re­ 
sult th at both these gentlem en atten d ­ 
ed the m eeting of the highw ay com­ 
m ission a t A ustin. 
M eeting a t the D riskill hotel a t IO 
o’clock M onday m orning, it was de­ 
cided by representatives oil B ryan, 
H untsville and W oodville 
th a t 
Mr. 
E b erstad t should present the m atter 
to the com m ission orally. 
This he did 
a t the m eeting of the sta te highw ay 
body a t 2:30 p. rn. in a speech th a t 
lasted over th irty m inutes. 
Mr. E b erstad t drew the attention 
of the com m ission to the presence a t 
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El Paso, A ugust 20.— W hen F ra n ­ 
cisco V illa’s rebel 
troops 
sw arm ed 
down the hillsides and into P arral 
E aster m orning the palatial home of 
old Pedro A lvarado wa* unharm ed 
and its contents or occupants undis­ 
turbed. This w as said to have been in 
obedience to a rum ored unw ritten law 
in

Pedro 
is 
an 
am igo de los probres (friend of the 
poor) and his charity, it is .-aid, has 
w’on him perpetual 
im m unity 
from 
Villa raids. 
H ouses on both rides of 
the A lvarado home were looted, refu ­ 
gees arriving from P a rra l said. 
Pedro A lvarado is one of the m ost 
fam ous ch aracters in northern M exi­ 
co. * A poor, unlettered peon, Pedro’s 
m ining claim was the site of the fa ­ 
mous m other silver lode strike in the 
P arral d istrict m any years ago. 
It 
w as a tradition in P arral th a t tile 
silver could be taken from the A lvara­ 
do mine w ith a carp en ter’s saw'. 
From a poor M exican laborer Pedro 
sprang into opulence and lavished his 
w ealth on his friends and sta rte d out 
to satisfy the desires he had suppress­ 
ed so long as a poor m an. 
He said he 
alw ays w anted the biggest and finest 
hom e in P arral so he proceeded to 
have it built. 
Carved lim estone, m ar­ 
ble and plenty of shiny brass w ent in­ 
to the construction of the A lvarado 
home. 
Today it is the show place of 
P arral. 
Pedro’s proudest boast is th a t 
the palace w as the first home in tho 
north to have open plum bing and a 
w hite bath tub. 
H undreds o f canary 
birds, P edro’s 
favorites, 
w ere 
pur- 
ehased and sing from the conservatory 
perches 
and 
in 
the 
surrounding 
grounds. 
A sto ry s told of A lvarado, whose 
doings are local traditions in P arral, 
th a t he placed an ord er w ith an A m er­ 
ican piuno salesm an for one dozen 
pianos, one for each room, ineluding 
the kitchen, on the first floor of his 
home.

W ashington, A ugust 19.— An in ter­ 
national congress of w orking women 
has been called by th e N ational W’o- 
I men’s T rade Union League of Am er- 
! ica to mee t in W ashington during the 
week preceding the International La­ 
in r congress called by P resid en t WU* 
. son to convene O ctober 29. 
It is a n ­ 
nounced a t headquarters o f the league 
here th a t each of the th irty -fo u r coun- 
! tries which will be represented a t the 
labor conference had been asked to 
; send ten delegates to 
the 
women’s 
; congress, each delegate to furnish cre- 
j dentials from an accredited women’s 
I trad e union. 
“This congress will m ean," said the 
announcem ent, “ th a t 
for 
the first 
I time* rn the history of the world the 
elected representatives of 
the 
or- 
! ganjy od w orking women of all coun­ 
tries will have opportunity to discuss 
the pi bientt of th e w orkers. 
In this 
m anner they will endeavor to bring 
their influence to bear upon th** de­ 
term inations of the international labor 
conference, in which, under the term s 
of the labor ch arte r of the league of 
nations, no d irect voice or representa- 
th n is provided for women.” 
D elegates w ere urged to bring to 
the congress full d a ta bearing on con­ 
ditions surrounding the em ploym ent 
of women in th eir respective coun­ 
tries, including 
application 
of the 
principle of the eight-hour day and 
provision ag ain st unem ploym ent.

A nother featu re of the practice is 
revealed by a reading of Section 308 
of the san itary regulations of tim 
city of B ryan: 
“T h at any person or poisons tra n s­ 
porting, peddling or delivering m eats 
or m eat products or fish from any 
cart or other vehicle in the city of 
Bryan, shall properly screen c art or 
vehicle so us to protect tile m eat 
from contam ination by flies, dust or 
other extraneous 
m atter, 
and th a t 
said screen, c art or vehicle m ust be 
washed daily anil m aintained in a san­ 
itary and cleanly condition.”
